YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL 
PARK, Wyo. (AP). — When 
Yellowstone burned 10 years am, 
the nation grieved. Would the old- 
est national park tever be the 
same? 

In the hot, long summer of 
1988, 10 fires blackened 1 million 
acres of timber, meadow, sage 
and grassland, a tenth of the 
greater Yellowstone area. The 
biggest firefighting effort in U-S. 
history fail ed to stop the flames 
— only nature could do that with 
rain and snow three months later. 

Smokey Bear taught thru - only 
you can prevent forest Gres. The 
summer of 1988 taught that some- 
times no one can prevent forest 
fires- 

Today, bare trees still stand 
like burned matchsticks waiting 
to be blown over, but Yellowstone 


sprout from the forest floor and 
- tho volcanic toil bursts forth with 
a heavy growth of lodgepole pine, 
aster, elk sedge, lupine and other 
plant life. In another 10 years, 
vegetation may be 10 times as 
diverse as it was in 1988. 

“We’ve had an army of scien- 
tists that have traipsed through 
here looking for an ecological 
downside, so to speak. But they 
haven’t found it," said biologist 
John Varley, who directs the 
Yellowstone Center for 
Resources. 

"This place was recharged," be 
said. “It went through a rebirth 
that will assure that Yellowstone 
will look much as it has in the last 
200 to 300 years for the nest 200 
to 300 years."

cards, get trans fers to day shifts or 

receive raises of 40 cents an hour. 

Two women in recent interviews 
said they were targeted for sex 
after they became pregnant. Once 
they refused, they said they were 
given much more difficult jobs 
and both ultimately were fired. 

The legacy of this alleged abuse 
still is being felt at what now is 
called Townsend Culinary Inc., 
which bought the plant two years 
ago from Grace Culinary Systems 
Inc. The EEOC earlier this year 
filed a rare class action lawsuit 
against both companies over the 
sexual harassment claims, while 
the Justice Department and the 
National Labor Relations Board 
arc investigating charges that 
Townsend has intimidated the 
facility's work force. 

Saturday, the AFL-CIO’s 
Washington metropolitan labor 
council, is holding a rally outside 
the plant, publicizing the allega- 
tions in' an effort to help a local' 
union secure* collective bargaining 
agreements.

Rosa Rodas was 24, a recent 
immigrant from El Salvador who

After three weeks, she was pro- 
moted to the meat room. Soon 
after she began there, she said, a 
male supervisor, also from El 
Salvador, asked her to go out with 
him after work.

became more persistent after she 
became pregnant, she said. “He 
said he liked to have sex with 
pregnant women,'’ she said. 

The man began sneaking up on 
her unexpectedly, grabbing her 
aggressively around the waist and 
touching her, she said. Once she 
fought him off with a soup ladle. 
The supervisor moved her to 
more difficult jobs. 

By her account, first she was 
assigned to haul heavy cuts of 
frozen meat from the freezer to the 
ovens. Then, when she was six 
months pregnant, she was trans- 
ferred to work alone in a job nor- 
mally shared by two lvorkers, mak- 
ing soups in tall, heavy cauldrons.

WASHINGTON — The nation 
is mobilizing against a bioterror-

Amid warnings from President 
Clinton and other political lead- 
ers that germ warfare could 
unleash havoc of neor-biblicol 
proportions, 29 federal agencies 
ore gearing up for a federal rivO 
defense effort that may spend 
$13 billion next year. 

But operational officials say 
they will concentrate less on the 
mass terror attacks that could be 
unleashed by only a few of the 
most sophisticated terrorists, and 
more on smnllcr-scale assaults 
that are within the technical 
grasp of many terrorist and dissi- 
dent groups. 


They say they are worried less 
by the threat of an aircraft^! tied 
. with crop-dusting equipment that 
could theoretically wipe out 
rides with an aerosol of anthrax 
spores than by the dangers, of a 
garden pesticide dispenselrthat 
might kill several hundred peo- 
ple in a subway. They see less 
chance of someone contaminat- 
ing, a dty water system thah of 
someone spreading illness to 
dozens of people by spreading 
salmonella bacteria on a restau- 
rant's food. | 

“We want to help cities eleal 
with these much more likely 
small events that could be from 
many more organizations," says 
Dr. Robert Knouss, the assistant 
surgeon general who is direct or 
of the U.S. Office of Emergency 
Preparedness. “Somebody spray- 
ing salmonella (bacteria) bn a 
salad bar is just lot more likely 
than the guy spraying 50 kilo- 
grams of anthrax spores over 
Washington, D.C" 


Men rearranged lives to be full-time dads for kids in danger

children have called Charles “Dad." 

Scattered throughout his two-story home In 
-suburban Glenn Heights, Texas, are tiny pic-

Irids of all ages. 

The smiles are a measure of success for 
Long — for many were hard to come by. 

As a foster father, he has helped the chil- 
dren through difficult times. Some of those 
who arrive on his doorstep refuse to show 
any emotion, let alone smile. They don’t 
trust adults, don’t know what it’s like to be 
loved and never have been a part of a real 
family. 

“They would not be the lads they are today 
if it weren’t for my father,” said Amy Long, 
the only birth child of Long’s in a house that 
currently is home to eight children, two of 
them grown. “When I was little, I didn't like 
sharing him with all these other lads, but as I 
matured, I learned that he has enough love 
and affection for everyone." 

Long is one of the many men in Dallas 


County, Texas, taking care of the 1,100 abused 
and neglected children who wind up in foster 
care. Foster dads experience the joy and frus- 
tration of trying to be fathers to other people’s 
children. 

“Children need a childhood. A lot of these 
kids have never m ade-a snowball or soon the -- 
ocean," he said. “When you give them that, 
when you can show them something they’ve 
never seen or done, that's when it’s really 
neat." 

IVhether they’ve changed their schedules or 
started home businesses to be with the chil- 
dren more or whether they split the responsi- 
bilities with their wives, the importance of a 
stable father figure cannot be underestimated 
in the lives of foster children, said Lorrcn 
Timbcrman, a trainer with Lutheran Social 
Services, which contracts with the state for 
much of its foster care. 

“Foster dads arc unsung heroes,” she said. 
“A lot of these children don’t have a positive 
male image. These dads show them they can 
be a man and still have a heart." 

For a while. Long and his wife, Sharoo, pro- 
vided short-term emergency care for children. 


but it was too difficult to watch the kids come 
and go. They asked if they could strictly pro- 
vide long-term care instead. Now, the kids 
who live with them have been there anywhere 
from eight months to 14 years. That way, he 
said, they feci more like a family. 

__J.T.don’t4iko to keep a-child-a-little bit and— 
then they get adopted,” he said. “One little 
boy was crying his eyes out when he was leav- 
ing after being adopted.

“They voted against 
increased cancer research and 
against saving lives,” he said.

Lott was enraged. “For the presi- 
dent to A/TMgrate Americans' cele- 
bration of Father’s Day to try to 
score political points is outra- 
geous,” said Lon. He was reached 
at a hospital outside Washington, 
where he awaited the birth of his

He sai d the Republican budget 

approved in April by the Senate 
includes a SIS billion increase in 
National Institutes of Health 
research funds, and all but three 
Democrats voted against the pack- 
age. “Just as no-one honestly

with terminal diseases, no one hon- 
estly believes the president’s 
rhetoric today," said Lott, R-Miss.

In addition to the Defense funds, 
the National Institutes of Health 
was given S122 million this fiscal 
year for prostate cancer research.

• welfare recipients find careers. 

1 Holding the other end was 

■ Peterson, an extremely frustrated 

• client who had been unemployed 
- for 11 months and looked for work 
1 five times. 

; Peterson had been wary of 
' rejection in the working world. He 
thought employers would reject 
him because of his obesity and leg 
and foot pain. 

For every one of Young’s job- 
training suggestions, Peterson 
countered with a downside: He 
lacks the patience for school cus- 
todial work, the legs for secretari- 
al work or the filing experience 
for a clerical job. Besides, 
Peterson may not be able to 
_ undergo job t raining if his famil y 
moves to Arizona. 

“And right now Pm hurting," 
Peterson said. 

“We go through life hurting a 
little bit," Young said. “It has got 
to be mind over matter." 

“I don’t mind and it doesn’t 
. matter," Peterson said. 

The tug of war between 
Peterson and Young raises a 
broader question about ex-welfare 
recipients who have troubles 
entering the work force: When 
does the state cut off support? 

Peterson, his wife and two chil- 
dren were evicted from their 
Kimberly trailer home in April. 
They Kvc'with his mother’in ~ 
Burley. Recently he and his wife 
drove to Arizona to see whether 
they could be accepted for free 
housing and land on a Navajo 
Indian reservation. His wife, 
Violet, is Navajo and has relatives 
. .who live on the r eser v ation . - 
Peterson risks losing his portion 
of the family’s food stamps unless 
he undergoes 13 weeks of unpaid 
job training through Work Place 
Inc He let his welfare lapse last 
winter because he felt too ill to 
renew it. Some say people such as 
Peterson need to be pushed to the 
brink before finding work Others 
say the state is ignoring serious hin- 
drances to his ability to find a job. 

Peterson should try to qualify 
for federal Social Security income, 
as he is too disabled to work, said 
Mikey Krajcer of the Idaho 
Hunger Action Council, who has 
intemewed welfare families since 
'reforms were enacted. Peterson 
applied in winter 1997 and was 
rejected. Krajcer said most people 
must keep applying for three 
years before receiving benefits. 

“To me, welfare reform ... 
wasn’t geared toward someone 
like Lester," Krajcer said 
“In an ideal world someone like 
Lester would have been moved 
into a disability situation much 
-quicker," Krajcer said. “Mnybe 
Lester is a perfect example of wel- 
fare reform. His family has experi- 
enced crisis and he is no closer to 
getting a job, so what is the 
point?" 

The only effcctivffway to make 
welfare refonn work b- to figure 
out who is merely reluctant to get 
a job and who really mnnnt get a 
job, said Merrill Matthews Jr., 
vice president of domestic policy 
for the Dallas-based National 
Center for Policy Analysis, a think 
tank supporting welfare reform.

W c are being reminded 
once again that erratic 
shifts of global monies - 
called “capital flows” - 
are the curse of the 
world economy. As investors, bankers 
and currency traders seek the highest 
returns, their flights in and out of coun- 
tries and currencies amplify booms and 
busts. Japan is the latest example: Capi- 
tal is fleeing from recession, a stagnant 
stock market and low interest rates 
(barely above 1 percent on government 
bonds). Yen are sold and dollars bought 
as investors shift into dollar deposits, • 
bonds or stocks. As a result, the yen’s 
value has sunk below 144 to the dollar, 

^ the lowcstsincc 199a 

All this deepens Asia’s economic col- 
lapse and imperils the American and 
world economies. Consider how. Japan 
and South Korea compete in cars, com- 
puter chips and steel. As the yen depre- 
dates (making Japan’s exports cheap- 
er), Korea’s exports lose competitive- 
ness. So the Korean won tends to drop 
as currency traders nntiripatc the ero- 
sion. This may help Korea’s exports; but 
each won is now worth less in dollars. It 
becomes harder for South Korea to re- 
pay interest or prindpol on its overseas 
dollar debts -the legacy of earlier capi- 
tal flows. 

The debt burden in turn keeps Korea 
depressed. Interest rates must stay high 
to suppress spending and impo rts - so — 
that the trade surplus (mostly in dollars) 
can be fattened further. This is the only 
way for Korea to service the foreign 
debt. But high interest rates raise unem- 
ployment, bankruptcies and social un- 
rest. Most Asian nations face the same 
grim' prospect. They are all trying to ex- 
port their way out of crisis. They can’t 
export more to each other (30 to 40 per- 
cent of their usual markets), and contin- 
uing currency depredations inrrens*. 
the debt burden. 

It is wrong to blame Asia’s crisis ex- 
clusively on rampaging capital flows.

For example, Japan's recession refleas 
its dependence on export -led gr ow t h . In 
the 1990s, exports (and related business 
investment) weakened; unfortunately, 
no other source of demand has emerged 
to replace them. But Japan was shoved 
from stagnation into slump by Asia’s 
present crisis, which started with the 
fickle flows of foreign capital into Thai- 
land, South Korea. Indonesia and uzher 
Asian countries. 

First came floods of money that -could 
not all be wisely invested. Then c apita l 
inflows halted as it became dear they 
were being invested in unneeded plants 
and offices. Countries were left with 
huge overseas debts. 

The free flow of capital should, in the- 
ory'. benefit everyone. Poor countries 
get funds to modernize; i nv es tor s in 
wealthy countries (through banks, mu- 
tual funds and multinational compa- 
nies) cam high profits. But theory and 
practice have diverged. Far the theory 
to succeed, at least three conditions 
must be met: (1) Economic information 
must be accurate; otherwise, poor in- 
vestments will be made; (2) risk -and re- 
ward must be aligned; if inv es tor s draft 
fear possible losses, too much money 
will go into the riskiest investments 
(which promise the bi ggest p ro fi ts); and 
(3) there must be some financial •"safety 
net” because without ^speculative ex- 
cesses could trigger a financial jmuir

7. A criminal organization 
spirits tactical nuclear weapons 
out of Russia and sells them to 
terrorists supported by Libya 
and Iran. At Russia’s Ministry of 
Atomic Energy, disgruntled per- 
sonnel, having gone unpaid for 
months, sell weapon-grade fis- 
sile materials to a criminal orga- 
nization. 

8. Two nations with extreme 
religious and historical animosi-_ 
ues (including three recent 
wars, and a simmering war over 
disputed territory) acquire 
nuclear weapons, but not 
enough of them to deter a dis- 
arming nuclear first strike, and 
neither has a sophisticated 
warning system. As terrorism 
increases, the military leader of 


one of the nations tells his 
prime minister that they must 
launch a preemptive Strike or 
lose their weapons. 

Nunn says scenarios 1 through 
5 have occurred, 6 and 7 are 
imaginary, and 8 may be unfold- 
ing on the Indian subcontinent. 
“The world,” he says, “has 
never before had an empire col- 
lapse still containing over - 
30,000 nuclear weapons, tons of 
chemical and biological 
weapons, thousands of m issiles, 
and scientists who know how to - 
make these weapons, but don’t 
know how to feed their fami- 
lies.” 

Nunn’s suggestions include: a 
joint U-S.-Russian missile warn- 
ing system (which could lead to 
missile defense cooperation); 
joining with Russia to provide 
missile launch warning to both 
India and Pakistan; helping 
Russia solve any Year 2000 com- 
puter problem affecting its mis- 
siles, nuclear arsenal or nuclear 
power plants; joint law enforce- 
ment efforts targeted at terror- 
ism; and working with Russia to 
safeguard and eliminate our 
weapon-grade plutonium and 
highly enriched uranium stock- 
piles. 

We live, Nunn says, in an era 

of “big challenges an d little 

. ideas.” He is too polite to say: lit- 
tle leadership, too. However, his 
insistent voice is a reproach to 
others who ore not doing their 
duty to describe the world as an 
increasingly dangerous place.

Post-colonial Guinea-Bissau 
plunges back into darkness 


MPAK, Senegal <AP> — A 
West African enclave of farming 
plateaus and mangrove swamps, 
Guinea-Bissau was showing signs 
of emerging from decades of eco- 
nomic malaise when disaster 
struck this month. 

The country had shed its post- 
colonial Marxist system and 
begun to attract outside invest- 
ment and development aid in 
recent years to relieve staggering 
poverty that put it among the 
world’s 10 poorest nations. 

But a failed coup has degener- 
ated into a military standoff in 
the capital and plunged Guinea- 
Bissau back into darkness. It also 
has unleashed fighting elsewhere 
in a region of complicated enmi- 
ties and alliances. 

Bissau, the capital city of about 
300,000 people, is nearly desert- 


ed. Downtown blocks are tom by 
explosions and scarred by bullet 
ho l es after two weeks of artillery 
shelling and ground fighting. 

On Saturday, gunfire rattled 
through the northern outskirts of 
Bissau as the country’s break- 
away army leaders held off 
advancing Senegalese troops 
near the city’s airport, rebel radio 
nnd military officials said. 

Senegal and the. Republic of 
Guinea both have sent in troops 
to support the government in its 
battle against the rebels. 

Many of Guinea-Bissau’s peo- 
ple are on the move, fleeing for 
safety and facing the prospect of 
little food and barely any cl ean 
drinking water. Relief workers, 
unable to reach the capital or 
other parts of the country, say 
tens of thousands of refugees are 


in dire need of assistance. 

"The people ore sick. They 
have no shelter, and we still can’t 
help,” Jerome Da Sylvn, the Red 
Cross delegate in neighboring 
Senegal, said Friday. 

The United Nations is investi- 
gating the growing refugee prob- 
lem. 

The crisis in Guinea-Bissau, 
which began with an attempt to 
oust President Joao Bernardo 
Vieira on June 7, has its roots in 
the region’s failure to find stabili- 
ty since the colonial powers 
pulled up stakes.

COEUR d’ALENE (AP) . 
Idaho Republicans dos«l their 
state convention on Saturday by 
endorsing ideas rejected os unnec- 
essary or too expensive by the 
retiring governor they honored 
the night before. 

.'Del e ga t es easily approved a res- 
olution calling for an even more 
restrictive parental consent 
requirement for minors seeking 
abortion than Gov. Phil Batt 
vetoed in March. 

Beyond requiring young women 
to get at least one parent’s written 
consent before receiving an abor- 
tion. the proposal would allow the 
alternative of a judge’s permission 
onjy in cases of incest. The U.S. 
Supreme Court has held that 
parental consent laws without a 
general judicial bypass mecha- 
nism pose an unconstitutionally 
undue burden on the girls 
involved. 

Batt rejected the bin on grounds 


that the vast majority of teen-age 
girls already have parental con- 
sent when seeking abortion and 
the few who do not are the least 
prepared for motherhood. 

The GOP faithful also adopted a 
platform plank and a resolution 
railing for a tax credit for parents 
who educate their children at 
home or send them to private 
schools. . 

Delegates quickly rejected a 
move to strike the tax credit pro- 
vision from the platform on 
mounds that it would undermine 
financial support for public 


meat's money, than they can do 
what they want.

Pollution crews aren’t just waiting 
for disaster to happen on Colorado 


LEE’S FERRY, Ariz- (AP) — A 

catastrophic failure at Glen 
Canyon Dam’s hydroelectric 
power plant ruptures the 12 trans- 
formers sitting on the edge of the 
dam, spilling 95,000 gallons of 
coolant oil into the Colorado 
River. 






thousands of gallons of diesel 
jackknifes while crossing the Glen 
Canyon Bridge. The only obstacle 
between the toxic material and 
the river 700 feet below is a chain- 
link fence. Could it happen? 

Maybe not. But a disaster 


involving oil near the nation’s 
dams is likely enough to warrant a 


three-day training course here at 
Lee's Ferry, 15 miles below the 
dam. 

“It’s a slim chance ... but this is 
a very valuable resource and we 
share a responsibility for protect- 
ing that resource," said Scott 
Lund of the Bureau of 
Reclamation’s Pacific Northwest 
regional office. 

He and Bill Frcutcl from the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
conduct training in oil-spill 
cleanup and recovery three times 
a year at their office in Idaho. But 
bureau-employees from Glen- 
Canyon Dam brought them to 
Arizona last week. 

Federal law requires dam per- 
sonnel to plan for oil spills. Since 
bureau employees likely would be 
the first to respond to a spill, they 
have to know what to do. Private 
contractors or the state’s emer- 
gency-response team then would 
arrive within 24 hours to finish 
the cleanup. 

■ No major spills have entered 
the Colorado River, but bureau 
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officials’ can recall mishaps at 
other dams: maintenance trucks 
falling into the water and machin- 
ery malfunctioning and leaking 
_oil._“Therc?s alway5*a potentials 
because you’ve got lots ... of 
machinery and transportation," 
said Monte McCle ndon , program 
ma nager of the bureau’s Pacific 
Northwest regional office.

Weather keeps rescuers at bay on Mount McKinley 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) — Rescuers 
fought fatigue and miserable weather 
Saturday on Mount McKinley, trying to reach 
two climbers stranded near the summit and 
four others at a base camp on the comment's 
tallest peak. 

A team of British military climbers ran into 
trouble twice when three were injured in a fall 
Thursday near the summit, and then two fell 
again Friday trying to reach the base camp at 
14,200 feet. 

Two Americans fell Friday as well and were 
brought to the base camp by British climbers. 

Two members of the British team — Martin 
Spooner and Carl Bougard, both 35 — were 
stranded at 19,000 feet, just below McKinley’s 
20320-foot summit. Spooner is thought to have 
a fractured ankle, said Jane Tranel, a spokes- 
woman for Denali National Park and Preserve. 

The two were battling winds of 50 mph and 


temperatures to 3D below. National Park 
Service rangers said they had no food and 
were relying on a stove, two bivouac sacks and 
four down jackets for warmth. 

Weather conditions on Friday and Saturday 
grounded a small high -altitude rescue heli- 
copter as well as the Army’s big rwin-rotored 
Chinook helicopters. 

Rescue climbers quickly reached the two 
British dimbers who fell for a second rime late 
Friday and brought them to the base camp. 
Justin Featherstone, 28, made it through the 
first fall unharmed but broke both legs in the 
1300-foot slide down an area known as the 
Orient Express. 

Steve Brown, 26, suffered a bead wound in 
the first fall but was unharmed in the second. 
He fell into a crevasse shortly after rescuers 
reached him but was able to pull himself out. 

“This guy is incredibly lucky. He’s a cat," 


Ms. Tranel said. 

The injured Americans both were from 


Jeff Munroe, 25, was taken off the mountain 
Friday whe n a b rief break in, the clouds 
allowed a 'helicopter to reach the' base camp. 
He was in critical but stable condition at an 
Anchorage hospital Saturday with a head 
injury. 

The other American, Billy Finley, 24, was at 
the base camp being trea te d for rib, ankle and 
knee injuries. 

It's not known what caused the acririrafa. 

Members of the British team at the base 
camp 14,200 feet up were Brown; 
Featherstone; Phil Whitfield, 23; Johny 
Johnston, 33; Ian Hayward, 18; Gary Keep, 27; 
and Nigel Coar, 23, Ms. Tranel said. 

None of their injuries was thought to be life- 
threatening she said.

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Artist’s crystalline visions 



ALBUQUERQUE, NAL (AP) — 
Muscular arms, thick chests, 
gleaming brows. These are the 
real tools of the gjassblower. 

An d the eyes* which tell the 

artist how much more heat a 
piece can bear before it slumps 
into a puddle, bow muc h farther a 
tube can be stretched before it 
. snaps. 

Dale Chih uly, the nation’s — if 
not the world’s — premier glass 

artist, is burly of body and curiy of ' 

hair. His physique immediately 
signifies a man who knows not 
only the artistry but the back- 
aching labor of glass art. 

And 'yet, he seldom blows his 
own glass Instead, Chihuly is the 
ringleader of a crystalline arcus 
He envisions the pieces, from 
graceful, shell-like bowls called 


such as a coming installation at 
the Citadel in Jerusalem to mark 
the millennium. 

He envisions the pie ce s — and 
then he passes them on, to a team 
of glass artists, much as Andy 
Warhol’s employees did in the 
Factory, or as Chihuly likes to 
remember, like Michelangelo 
used in his sculpture. 

They’re not just glassblowers, 
either — there arc about 100 full- 
time employees at Chihuly 
Studios outside of Seattle; a verita- 
ble fine-art factory. There are 
installers who travel with the 
pieces to make sure they arrive 
intact and make sure the exhibi- 
tion reflects the artist’s vision. 
There are the packers who pre- 
pare for shipping. And the truck 
drivers who transport the art. , 
There are publicists, secretaries 
and an entire publishing company 
that produces a catalog for nearly 
every exhibition. 

Chihuly stands in the center, or 
rather, above the center, orches- 
trating a circus of his own cre- 
ation. Common knowledge has it 
that a 1976 auto a ccident, in which 
Chihuly lost the vision in one eye 
(and therefore his depth percep- 
tion), led him to stop blowing his 
own glass. Common knowledge 
may be wrong. 

“A lot of artists, they might do 
the same kind of work for their 
whole life, but I’m the kind of 
artist who docs the same kind of 
work for a while and_ then 
cha n ges.” Chihuly says. 

Eventually, he says, he probably 
would have stepped back from the 
physical work and become the 
Grand Imaginer he is now. 

“ft just speeded it up,” he says 
of the accident. "But I can’t say 
anything for sure.” 

The accident was one of several 
events in Chihuly’s young adult- 
hood that might have shattered 
his future. At the age of IS, his 
older brother, a Navy pilot, was 
killed in a training accident, and 
within a year, his father was felled 
by a heart attack. 

Like the art life can be fragile. 

“I think that’s one of the reasons 
people like the glass,” he says. _ 

The possibility of destruction 
makes the art — maybe even life 
— all the sweeter. 

And it is art. Chihuly, more than 
anyone since Louis Comfort 
Tiffany, has been credited with 
. _ elevating glasswork from craft.ro. . 
an. It's a distinction that is of 
dubious meaning to Chihuly. 

“I think it’s kind of a ridi c ulous 
border," he says. “Tm not saying 
that there isn't art and craft, and 
there may not be a difference 
- b et w een than.' I .think the best of - 
craft is art, and a lot of an is craft. 
It’s an art form.” 

Chihuly, 56, has made room in 
the an world not only for himself, 
but for hundreds of other glass- 
workers. A native of Tacoma, 
Wash., he returned there after a 
number of youthful, international 
escapades and graduate studies at 
the University of Wisconsin and 
the Rhode Island School of Design. 

Chihuly and some fellow artists 
founded the Pilchuck Glass School 
outside of Seattle. Today, Pilchuck 
is the country’s foremost glass- 
blowing school, drawing first-time 
blowers on summer vacation as 
well as established artists such as 
Kiki Smith and Ann Hamilton. 

As for Chihuly, he teaches the 
occasional class, as well as hiring 
dozens of glassblowers to work 
with him. And in a room where 
seconds make the difference 
between hot, malleable glass and 
cold, brittle shards, an unspoken 
communication exists. 

As many as 10 men — and they 
are usually men — may be 
required to finish a single, massive 
scaform, or gravity-defying orb. 
They must know how to translate 
Chihuly’s faxes, paintings and con- 
versations.into glass. 

The process, he says, is “sort of 
: b ballet or a symphony."

'SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Jack *

weekend, still grinding away 
-trying-to get into contention, 
still believing he could win 
again if everything fell into 
place. 

It didn’t on Saturday at The 
Olympic Club. 

“I visualized a 65," Nicklaus 
said. “I shot a 73. A 65 was on 
my mind all day long until I 
passed it with my 17th tee 
shot.” 

Even so, the one decision by 
the USGA that no one could 
complain about was offering a 
special exemption to Nicklaus to 
piny in his 42nd consecutive 
U.S. Open, and 146th consecu- 
tive major. 

Nicklaus has threatened to 
end the Cal Ripken-like streak 
one of these days, but ho contin- 
ues to show that there’s no rea- 
son to stop now. 

At Augusta National, where 
Nicklaus has won the Masters 
six times, he was in contention 


Sun dayunril failing to make " 
birdie on the 16th. hole. He 
wound up tied for sixth, the old- 
est player to finish in the top 10 
in the Masters. 

“Nothing he would ever do 
would surprise me,” said Tom 
. Sipula, -whouwas paired with - 
Nicklaus on Saturday. At 27, 
playing in his second Open, 
Sipula shot 78. 

That Nicklaus could move into 
contention in the U.S. Open was 
nearly inconceivable. But then, 
what were the odds of him even 
making the cut 

By his own admission, 
Nicklaus no longer has the 
strength to handle the clumpy, 
gnarly rough that taxes the 
slightest mistakes. But he may 
never lose the flair for drama.

“I like it a lot," Cox said. "It’s a 
peaceful place, and no one both- 
ers me down there." 

He wouldn’t a mind a bit if no 
one ever noticed him, but that’s 
not the case. As the manager of 
the first team in major league his- 
tory to make six straight postsea- 
son appearances, the glare of the 
spotlight is often blinding.

PARIS (AP) - Just hours after 
FIFA admitted mistakes have 
been made in the way officials 
have handed out red cards, two 
more were assessed in a wild 2-2 
tie Saturday between Mexico and

In the other afternoon game 
Saturday, Croatia edged Japan 1- 
0. At night, the Netherlands rout- 
ed South Korea 5-0, eliminating 
the Asian team. 

FIFA stressed that the high 
number of red cards shown 
Thursday - three in the 
Denmark-South Africa match 
and two in the France-Snudi 
Arabia game - was not a 
response to pressure for a crack- 
down on rough play. 

But several representatives of 
soccer’s international governing 
body made a visit to the referees' 
compound on Friday (when no 
red cards were given) and FIFA’s 
acting general secretary, Michael 
Zen Ruffincn, acknowledged 
some referees had problems with 
“disciplinary actions" after call- 
ing a free kick - “whether to 
show a red card, or a yellow card 
or no card," he said. 

Referee Hugh Dallas of 
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Scotland had no trouble deciding, 
and the expulsions played a huge 
role in the Belgium-Mexico tie in

LYON, France (AP) - Politics 
and soccer. Patriotism and pride. 

For months, American soccer 
players have been questioned 
about the huge and perhaps his- 
toric implications of today’s World 
Cup game against Iran. It took 
Alexi Lai as’ sarcastic wit to put it 
all in perspective. 

“This is a game that will deter- 
mine the future of our planet," he 
said Saturday, “and possibly the 
most important single sporting 
event that’s ever been played in 
the history of the world. So we're 
dealing with that"

Herta claims 5th career 
pole, seeks 1st victory 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - 
Another pole for Bryan Herta, 
another chance for that elusive 
first victory. 

The 28-year-old from New 
-Albany, Ohio, captured his fifth- 
career pole Saturday, breaking 
Dario Fran chi tti’s day-old track 
record in the bright sunshine of 
Portland International Raceway. 

Herta earned the pole for 
today’s Budweiser-GX Joe's 200 in . 
Tils Reynard Fofd with n fast lap 
of 58358 seconds (121341 mph) 
on the nine-turn, 1.967-mile 
course, the first road layout on the 
Champi on s hi p Auto Racing. 
Teams circuit this season. 

Franchitti, who held the provi- 
sional pole after Friday’s first 
round of qualifying, was second 
Saturday in a Reynard Honda and 
will start alongside Herta in the 
first row. Franchitti had a top time 
of 58.447 (121.156 mph). Scott 
Pruett, who started from the pole 
in Portland last vear, qualified 
third in a Reynard Ford at 58.645 
(120.747 mph), by far his best 
starting position of the season. 

In his fourth full CART season, 
Herta knows the time has come 
for a win. The pressure mounts

NEW YORK — To sharpen 
your sensitivity to the risks that 
lurk in nil stock investments, 
spend a few minutes looking over - 
the recent record of emerging- 
markets mut ual funds. 

These are a relatively new, but 
very popular, breed of funds that 
prospect for opportunities in the 
awakening economies of the 
world, from Eastern Europe and 
Asia to South America. 

Over the last 10 years, many of 
those regions have bloomed with 
bright promise as capitalism 
taken root in formerly uncultivat- 
ed ground. Success stories have 
abounded, and so have fast prof- 
its from the right stocks. 

But so, too, have disappoint- 
ments and upheavals — the most 
notable being the Asian financial 
Crisis that erupted nearly a year 
Bgo and is still shaking the world.

Engineer breathes new life into Idaho mine 


KELLOGG (AP) — Fred 
Brackcbusch stood suspended 
over a wide hole at the center of 
the New Jersey Mine. Two 
lengths of board ran side-by-side 
across the opening, bending 
under his weigh t- 

A rope bannister at his side 
gave more the impression of ■ 
security than security itself. 
Below him, the mine shaft fell 
away like a rocky gullet waiting 
to be fed. 

“It’s a long way down," he said 
from the ersatz bridge, tossing a 
rock into the opening. 

The rock clattered sharply 
against the sides, gaining speed 
as it fell deeper into the shaft. 
Several seconds later, a noise 
that sounded like a steel door 
slamm i ng shut at the far end of a 
long hallway echoed from the pit. 

“There. It’s hit bottom," 
Brackcbusch said. 

Then the hole let loose another 
series of low-throated booms, like 
some distant drum corps. 

; “By golly, no it hasnY yet," he 
mused, the lamp on his miner’s 
hat barely making a H<-nt in the 
darkness. 

; The New Jersey Mine is no 
mere geologic hobby for 
Brackcbusch, who has rediscov- 
ered a forgotten matrix of “beau- 
tiful little tunnels" that were 


He found the mine virtually 
the way it looked near the turn of 
the century.

Neglected, the lower tunnel 
tumbled shut again and was 
sealed to the outside world for 
another half-century. 

In 1987, a mining engineer 
-stumbled onto n large quartz out- 


crop near his Kellogg home. He 
kicked a few rocks around and 
examined the terrain. 

The prospector in him told Fred 
Brackcbusch there was gold at his 
feet. What he didn’t know was 
that he was standing directly on 
top of the network of tunnels and 
shafts in the New Jerscy'biine. * ’ 

Brackebusch found that out 
only after requesting copies of 
claim patents from the National 
Archives. Prospectors had staked 
the claim more, than 100 years 
before his find. 

A small firm named the New 
Jersey Mining Co. had chased a 
gold vein into the ground, hand- 
mining about 2300 linear feet on 
three levels. 

A new lease was drawn up for 
the 350-acre site. Brackebusch 
gave new life to the New Jersey 
Mining Ol, naming himself presi- 
dent and his son, Grant, vice pres- 
ident.

Finances play crucial part in success of marriages 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
words “for richer or poorer" will 
be echoed across the country 
over the next few weeks as thou- 
sands of starry-eyed couples 
exchange wedding vows and 
embark on a life together, forev- 
er. 

Romantic? Sure. Realistic? 

Hardly. 

The reality is nearly half of all 
marriages today end in divorce, 
and a primary reason is financial 
discord — many couples can’t 
build a “richer" future because 
they can’t communicate about 

— m oney . 

“It’s easier to talk about what 
goes on in the bedroom than in 
the bank account," said Victoria 
Collins, executive vice president 
of Keller, Coad & Collins, a 
money, management firm in 
Irvine, Calif.' “Many people feel “ 
" that their net worth is related to 
their personal worth." 

Collins, who holds a doctorate 
degree in psychology and has 
written extensively on couples 
and money, counsels high-nct- 
worth couples, most of whom 
have been married before.

Ranchers may have 
stake In adjudication 

TWIN FALLS - Jeff Williams 
speaks for a lot of ranchers when 
he says all he wants to do is make 
sure his cattle can keep drinking 
from the same streams and 
springs and water holes that cat- 
tle have been drinking from for 
over 100 years. 

“We’re not anxious to go 
through the hassle of filing 
claims and going to court,” the 
president of the Western 
Stock growers Association said 
during a hearing Monday cm how 
stock water rights are being han- 
dled during the Snake River 
Basin Adjudication. 

The association runs cattle in 
the South Hills on both private 
and federal land, where some of 
the streams in the area are also 
diverted for irrigation. The adju- 
dication process has them won- 
dering who will ultimately own 
the water rights when the 
process is finished. And if it’s the 
state or federal government, will 


they still be able to water their 
livestock in the same places. 

Packer looks for 
better hog carcasses 

TWIN FALLS - Hogs have to 
make the grade before they can 
make it through the door at Falls 
Brand-Independent Meat 
Company. Animals have to meet 
a very specific criteria before 
they will be accepted by the 
packer. 

According to Pat Florence, 
owner, the company will only 
accept hogs with a USDA rating 
of No. 1 or No. 2. He said his buy- 
ers look for a nimals weighing 230 
to 270 pounds with one inch of 
back fat, measured at the last rib, 
and with medium to high mar- 
bling and texture. They prefer 
hogs five to seven months of age 
from good genetic strains. 

“It would be like a farmer 
knowing when his crops need 
water," Florence said. His buyers 
use their “professional opinion" 
to judge animals for this criteria 
before agreeing to purchase 
them. 

Falls Brand - which processes 
about 2,000 head of hogs a week 
- is supplied by producers from a 
300 mile radius, who on average 
have between 100 and 350 sows. 
The biggest problem the compa- 
ny has had, said Florence, is get- 
ting hogs with good genetics. 
Because swine production in the 
Magic Valley is relatively small, 
it’s hard for producers to find 
geneticists to help them.

Free prescription-drug cover- 
age has become a major selling 
point for many Medicare HMOs. 

Many business executives 
want their retirees to choose man- 
aged care for financial reasons. 
Accounting rules require busi- 
nesses to declare retirees’ med- 
ical benefits as a liability on cor- 
porate b ala nc e sheets.

‘Casual caller’ charges spur complaints to FCC

Long-distance companies spend 
— millions each year to advertise 
they have the lowest rates. But 
there’s an expensive new wrinkle 
in the longdistance game — and 
phone companies aren’t advertis- 
ing it. Consumers affected by it 
only find out when they get the 

Cincinnati resident Chris 
O’Malley, for example, received a 
S600 phone bill earlier this year; 
usually, it’s about $250. “I was sur- 
prised, then outraged," said 
O’Malley, 33, who runs a person- 
nel recruiting business out of his 
home. 1 

The problem started when he 
moved last falL He just assumed 
his long-distance service of 12 
cents a minute would be 'trans- 
ferred with his regular phone ser- 
vice, sd he didn't notify his carrier, 
MCI Communications Corp. 

But at the new address, MCI no 
longer considered him part of a 
regular MCI calling plan. Instead, 
he was thrown into a category the 
telecommunications industry . 
labels “a casual caller" — and was 
charged 36 cents per minute plus 
an additional $1.99 surcharge for 
each call. O'Malley challenged the 
charges, but eventually paid up, 
fearful that refusing would hurt 
bis credit rating 

Last fall. Bob and Linda 
daCosta, of Vero Beach, Fla., 
received a phone bill of $400 for 
their two telephone lines — more 
than double their average $150 
monthly bilL The long-distance 
bill for their fax line alone was 
more than $87; usually, it was 
about $5-50.

Labor strife threatens GM operations 

and corporate profits are rolling 
along. But many auto workers in 
Flint feel left out of the party. 
They bitterly say their high-pay 
jobs are at risk even as Big Three 
executives pocket multimillion- 
dollar bonuses and move work 
abroad or to nonunion business- 
es. 

Amid this atmosphere of fear 
and distrust, the expectation is 
increasing that the current 
strikes could be long and costly. 

“If we have to stand out here 
until hell freezes over, well do 
that." said Clayton Crewes, a 60- 
year-old die setter as he p icke ted 
in a light drizzle. 

Labor strife is nothing new to 
Flint, and many hard-line union 
members here display a rampant 
xenophobia and conspiratorial 
suspicion of corporate bigwigs 
and their Wall Street cronies. 

There are ageold animosities 
being played out here," said 
David Cole, director of the • 
University of Michigan’s auto 
study office. “But every strike 
like this drives another stake in 
Flint’s heart." 

Flint, 65 miles north of Detroit, 
has struggled with the devastat- 
ing effects of plant closings and 
downsizing for two decades. In 
the 1980s, it was so ravaged by 
unemployment, crime and busi- 
ness failures that it became a 
heart-wrenching symbol of 
America’s failed manufacturing 
sector.

Restaurants aim to grab bigger share of business from KFC

“Pm concerned with her not 
being more aggressive and acting 
on her own,” says Gastelle, 42, an 
account manager with Digital 
Tools Inc. in Orlando. 

Temperamentally, some.kids.. 
'are less assertive and forthright 
than others, experts say. If a 
child is happy and well-adjusted, 
there is nothing development tally 
wrong with that. 

Even so, a little parental 
tweaking might be in order to 
guard against negative peer pres- 
sure. Experts say that boosting a 
child’s self-esteem and encourag- 
ing decision-making help to scut- 
tle the urge to follow the crowd, 
especially in the teen years. 

“Kids don’t have to necessarily 
be le aders," says Angela Pfeiffer, 
a psychologist at . Texas 
Children’s Hospital in Houston, 
but “that doesn’t mean they have 
I to be followers." 

■ Because American society val- 
ues assertiveness, parents may 
panic when their child emerges 
as less than a trendsetter. 

That panic can flow into fear. 


Each time the child fails to assert 
himself, each time he follows the 
crowd, in the minds of the par- 
ents this whispered question 
-gains volume: Will he ultimately 
trail the wrong crowd into unsa- 
vory behavior? 

Yet progressing from copying 
fashion trends to swiping cars is 
not inevitable. Usually, morals 
and values form a buffer. 

If your child is'u shy, reticent' 
soul, it takes energy and effort to 
become comfortable enough to 
assert his or her will, says Mary 
Ann Show, a psychologist at 
Children’s Medical Center in 
Dallas, Texas. 

One way to help this is to fos- 
ter a child’s sense of pride early

Overweight kids raise concerns 


If feeding our children is a 
metaphor for parenthood, we’re 

■ in crisis mode, caught in r. battle 

■ over what’s good for our children, 
what’s manageable within busy 
schedules, and what plain ol* 
tastes good. 

Indulged with cookies, coddled 
• with fruit rolls, pacified with 
Happy Meals,. quieted with juice, 

’• children ureijeing overfed. The 
quick fix now could spell disaster 
later. While thore is disagree- 
ment on how fat is fat, there’s no 
doubt that weight problems nre 
netting younger and younger 
children. With a quarter of all 
children at risk for health prob- 
lems and new research saying 54 
percent of adults are overweight, 
the National Institute of Health 
has just formulated the nation’s 
first weight guidelines and this 
week kicked off a campaign to 
help people shed pounds. 

The younger the child with 
excess weight, the greater the 
chance the weight will stay with 
him into adulthood, where con- 
sumption-related diseases such as 
coronary vascular disease, dia- 
betes and some cancers have 
been rising for 30 years. Obesity- 
related diseases kill 300,000 
Americans a year. 

It is inescapable that parents 
share a, well, healthy portion of 
the blame: For reasons unknown, 
the generation having children 
today left home without lear ning . 
to cook or manage food. These 
adults have poor eating habits, 
and the ways they have devel-

A child who has mastered only 50 
percent of the material in his pre- 
sent grade h.i< no business going 
to the next grade, but he has no 
business repeating tbe same 
grade; either. Doing so will waste 
at least 50 percent of his time for 
a year. This problem is easily 
resolved by installing transitional 
grades between kindergarten 
and first grade, first and second, 
and (maybe) second and third. 

Here's how that would work: 
All children would enter kinder- 
garten on schedule (Le., regard- 
less of late birthdays). At the end 
of the year, every child would be 
promoted; some 80 percent to 
first grade and some 20 percent 
to K-Plus (or Pre-One, or whatev- 
er): At the end of the following 
year, the latter would be promot- 
ed to first grade. Not every child 
who needs to be retained will be 
identified in kindergarten. 
Furthermore, a small number of 
kids will need to be retained 
more than once. Therefore, at 
l e ast one more transitional grade 
— between first and second 
grades — will be required. 

In fact, a few school systems 
have already experimented with- 
tra n sitional grades, and accord- » 
ing to every TG teacher with 
whom Fvc ever spoken, success- 
fully so. To my knowledge, in 
nearly every case the experiment 
was abandoned after a few yedrs 


at most. 

The reality is that transitional 
grades are expensive, at least in 
the short run. In the end, they 
would pay off handsomely in 
terms of lowered dropout rates, 
and therefore, lower levels of the 
sorts of antisocial behaviors asso- 
ciated with poverty. But public 
school administrators operate on 
a one-ycar plan, which is their 
budget term. Even if the money 
can be scraped together to fund 
them, TG experiments will be the. 
first cut in the aext budget 
crunch. 

Transitional grades upset 
apple carts. Used properly, they 
would reduce, and considerably 
so, the number of children in spe- 
cial education programs. This 
threatens, among others, NASP 
and the National Education 
Association, two of the biggest 
players going in the public educa- " 
tion establishment. It’s anyone’s 
best guess, therefore, whether 
any of the aforementioned 51-5 
billion will be earmarked TG. If 
not, then well end up trading one 
educational problem for another. 

Transitional grades is an idea 
whose time has come, but making 
it happen is going to require an 
upsurge of grassroots advocacy. 
Here, then, is the perfect project 
for the National Parent-Teacher 
Association. It could well be that 
America's future rests upon it.
